damp. In most cases he is taking 
the samples in dispute and sends 
them out to the Chief Grain Inspector 
in Winnipeg for his grade. 

There were also some complaints 
in the handling of the grain, such as 
the maintaining an identity of the 
zrain in special bin shipments; the 
amount of shrinkage deducted on 
tough and damp erain; the method of 
deducting twine and coal accounts 
from grain delivered, ete. The 
Assistant Commissioner was of the 
opinion that much of the trouble was 
due to the fact that both parties 
were not entirely familiar with the 
provisions of the Canada Grain Act.

Shrinkage. Shrinkage is the amount 
deducted from the gross weight of the 
grain to cover the invisible loss in 
handling the grain from.the time it is 
by the operator until it is 
weighed by the government weighman 
in the terminal elevator. The amount 
of shrinkage that may be deducted is 
set forth in “The Shrinkage Table” 
compiled by the, Board. This table 
must be posted ir the driveway of the 
e‘evator so that the farmer can verify 
the amount deducted on each ticket or 
It should be froted that if the 
grain is tough or damp the operator 
may take double the shrinkage stated 


}on the table. 


Dockage. Dockage is the amount of 


, impurities that must be cleaned out of 
| the grain at the terminal elevator. 


It 
is determined in the country elevator 
by weighing out one pound of grain, 
“scalping” off the straws and chaff 
with a zinc sieve, removing the small 
black seeds and broken grain with a 
10x10 wire sieve, removing the wild 
buckwheat with a triangular sieve, 
weighing the bulked screenings and 
reckoning the dockage on the load in 
bushels and pounds. These operations 
must all be done in the presence of 
the farmer and be satisfactory to him. 
If they are not, the farmer can de- 
mand a subject to grade and dockage 
storage receipt or an interim cash 
purchase ticket. The act provides for 
the sample to be sent to the govern- 
ment inspector for determination of 
the dockage. 


Grading. If the farmer and operator! charges are uniform throughout west- 


| 


ean agree upon the grade and dockage 
a cash purchase ticket or graded stor- 
age receipt is issued. Both of these 
documents specify the weight, grade 
and dockage of the grain and if ac- 
cepted by the farmer are final in 
regard to these items. 

If the farmer and operator cannot 
agree upon the grade or the dockage 
or both, the grain will then have to 
be special binned, stored subject to 
grade or sold on an interim cash pur- 
chase ticket. 

Special Binned Grain. If the 
operator has space and so desires, he 
may offer the farmer a separate bin 
for his «rain. The farmer cannot de- 
mand this privilege, as it is optional 
with the operator, Before taking a 
special bin the farmer should have at 
least a carload of grain to deliever. 

As each wagon load is delivered a 
representative sample must be taken 
by the operator in a manner satis- 
factory to the farmer, This sample 
must be thoroughly mixed and a por- 
tion put into a sample box, If the 
farmer so desires he can put a pad- 
lock on the box and carry the key. 
He must unlock the box when each 
load is delivered to receive the sample. 
The operator must keep the box in 
a locked cabinet, of which he carries 
the key. 

When the delivery is complete, the 
car should be shipped in the farmer's) 
name. It is inspected and graded as) 
it passes through the first inspection 
point, ie.. Edmonton. The grade ex-) 
pected should be indicated on the) 
invoice or bill of lading. If it is not 
up to that grade, the company looking‘ 
after the car will ask for a reinspec- 
tion, If the farmer is still not satis- 
fied he can deposit three dollars and. 
ask for a survey, The decision of the 
Survey Board is final. 

If the farmer thinks the grain has 


instruct the operator to send out the 
sample box and the farmer will send 
the key and instruct the inspector to 
compare this sample with that taken 
from the car. If the inspector finds 
the quality of the grain in the car to 
be inferior to that in the sample box, 
he will grade the grain in the box and 
the elevator will have to settle with 
the farmer on thé basis of this grade. | 

If the operator should neglect to 
take the samples as the grain is de- 
livered or destroys the sample before 
the car was satisfactorily settled for, | 
the company must settle on the basis 
of the grade claimed by the farmer. 

Subject to Grade and Dockage. If 
the operator cannot special bin the 
grain or the farmer has less than a 
carload, the farmer can demand an 
interim elevator receipt, commonly 
called a subject to grade storage re- 
ceipt. This receipt only specifies the 
weight of the grain and the grade 
offered by the operator, but the grade 
is not accepted by the farmer. 

A sample must be taken as outlined 
for special bin delivery. When the} 
delivery is complete the farmer and} 
the operator should jointly take out) 
of the sample box a two-pound sample 
and mail it to the Inspection Branch 
for grade and dockage. Both the 
operator’s and the farmer's name and 
address should be placed in the} 
sample. The grade will then be sent 
to both the farmer and the operator. 
The operator then must settle on the 
basis of the government grade. 

The small farmer therefore has the) 
same protection of the government 
grade as the carload shipper. 

The price. At the outset it should 
be understood that while the elevators 
are required by the Canada Grain Act 
to accept for storage all grain in good 
condition, i.e., not heating or liable to 


| 


heat, they are not required to pur-| 
chase any grain. Most elevators, 
however, are in the grain business, 


and are prepared to purchase all grain’ 
that is in condition. The prices of-

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ern Canada They vary, however, 
depending on the grade and the posi- 
tion of the grain. For the purpose of 
price, grain may be in four positions, 
Le, on street, on track, past inspec. 
tion, and spot. 

Street grain is that sold by the 
wagon or truck load on delivery to 
the elevator; or lots of less than 1,000 
bushels in the elevator, 

Track grain is that loaded in cars 
at the shipping point or in transit to 
the first inspection point. It may 
also include car lot quantities stored 
in the elevator. 

Past inspection grain, commonly 
ealled B. and I. grain, Le. bills and 
inspection, is that grain on which the 
bills of lading and inspection certifi- 
eate are available. It is grain in 
transit from the inspection point to 
the terminal. 

Spot grain is that in store at the 
terminal and that to which the cash 
price applies. 

Generally speaking, the price de- 
clines from the spot position to the 
street position, At this juncture it 
should be noted that the Canada 
Grain Act does not give the Board of 
Grain Commissioners any jurisdiction 
over prices or spreads, 

Selling the Grain. The farmer can 
sell his grain on street, in the elevator, 
on track, past inspection, or spot. 

Street Sales. If the farmer sells 
his grain by the wagon or truck load 
as delivered and can agree upon the 
grade with the operator, the operator 
issues a cash purchase ticket, which 
specifies the weight, shrinkage, dock- 
age, grade, price and total price pay- 
able. There is a space “Less lawful 
charges, etc.” In the case of a street 
sales there is nothing to fill in in this 
space, as there can be no lawful 
charges due prior to purchase, 

If the farmer and the operator can- 
not agree upon the grade and the 
farmer desires to sell on that day’s 
price, the operator can issue an in- 
terim cash purchase ticket. This 
ticket specifies the weight, the price 
of the basic grade, i.e., No. 1 Northern 
for wheat on that day. The operator 
takes a representative sample and he 
and the farmer jointly send a two- 
pound sample to the government in- 
spector, When the proper grade is 
received the farmer surrenders the 
interim ticket and the operator issues 
a cash purchase ticket for the full 
amount of the load on the basis of the 


‘ grade established at the price on the 


day of the sale. If an advance has 
been taken on the interim ticket this 
will be deducted on the cash ticket. 
Elevator Sales. If the farmer has 
grain stored in the elevator and the 
grade has been established on it, he 
may sell the grain to the operator. 
If it is under 1,000 bushels, he will 
receive street price, if over 1,000 
bushels track price. In either case 
can issue a cash pur- 
chase ticket. In the space “less law- 
ful charges" may be deducted ad- 
vances, elevator charges, etc. On re- 
ceipt of the cash purchase ticket the 


farmer must surrender his storage 
receipts. 

Track Sales. If the farmer has 
special binned grain he may have it 


loaded out and sell it on track. In 
this case the operator issues a track 
purchase note. This specifies the 
price of the basic grade on the day 
of the sale. When the car has been 
graded the company will settle on the 
basis of the price on day of sale and 
the grade in the car. 

Spot Grain. If the grain is in the 
terminal the company may either buy 
the grain themselves or sell it on 
commission. In either case an ac- 
count sales is made out by the end 
office showing amount of grain, price 


and deductions, Le.,« freight, inspec- 
tion and weighing, elevator charges, 
storage, commission, advances, etc. 
A draft for the amount due is then 
sent to the operator to hand to the 
farmer.

KING DEVIL HAWKSEED 

King Devil is a variety of the hawk- 
seeds introduced into Canada from 
Surope and is becoming a very seri- 
ous pest 
Canada, It occurs chiefly in pastures 
or old hayfields that are low in fer- 
tility, and its squat rosette type of 
growth, with the leaves close to the 
ground, enables it to smother out 
weaker plants, causing much waste of 
forage, The most economical method 
of control is by practising relatively 
short rotations on all cultivated areas 
and by keeping up the soil fertility 
by the use of manure or fertilizers. 
On permanent pastures the weed has 
been almost completely controlled by 
using a complete fertilizer made up of 
sulphate of ammonia 100 pounds, 
super-phosphate 300 pounds, and 
muriate of potash 75 pounds, applied 
every second year, with the sulphate 
of ammonia alone applied early in the 
spring of the odd year. After two 
applications of the complete fertilizer, 
it would appear that as good results 
will be secured by applying this once 
every three years, with the sulphate 
applied the other two years. On lawns 
the use of a complete fertilizer, or 
even sulphate of ammonia alone ap- 
plied on the wet plants, will give good 
control and force the growth of the 
desirable grasses and clover.
